THE MINERS MEET. 


Fixing the Scale for Digging Coal-Com- 


mittees Appointed to Ai nitrate. 


Saturday last an important meeting of 


the representatives of tbe miners of the 
Third District was held at Springfield 
with representatives of the operators 
from nearly all the shafts in the dittriot, 
the purpose being to adjust the scale of 
wages. The miners presented the follow- 
ing scale as embodying the demands of 
the miners of the district, For Spring- 
field, and all mines in Sangamon county, 
70 cento per ton; for Lincoln, and all Lo- 
gan county mines, except Mt. Pulaski, 70 
cents—the Mt. Pnlaski price to be 79%o; 
the Niantio mines, 70 cents; the Deostur 
mines, 77}£ cents, and the Pana mines, 
62% cents. The operators presented a 
considerably lower price all around, and 
the Pana Coal Company submitted a mi- 
nority proposition to fix the rate for a 
year from July 1st next at 10 per cent 
advance upon the present prices. No 
agreement .was reached upon any of these 
propositions, and finally it was agreed 
to appoint an arbitration board, to con- 
sist of four men selected by the operators, 
four selected by the miners, end one se- 
lected by these eight, the board to act for 
one year and to settle all questions of 
wages and other differences. 


The operators selected Charles Bidgely, 


of Springfield, Harry Harris, of Peters- 
burg, Abe Mayfleld, of Lincoln, and 
Charles Starn.of Springfield; tbe miners 
chose Jrmes Delaney, of Pana, James P. 
Diokson, of Mi Falaski, Ohas. MoLaugh- 
lin, of Decatur, and Wm. Morgan, of 
Springfield. 
This disposition of the 


question at issue is believed to be satis- 
Jaotory and a safe avoidance of all 
trouble. After the adjournment a meet- 
ing of all the miners and mine laborers 
of Sangamon county was called, to be 
held on the 27th inst,

THE AMENTA MYSTERY. 


An Unknown Young Man Found Dead in 


FriendB Creek. 


from 


Coroner Perl was called to Argenta 


last evening to'hold an inquest on the 
body of an unknown young man, found 
dead in Friends Creek, in three feet of 
water, 400 feet below tbe O. & H. railway 
bridge, a mile beyond the town, 12 miles 
northeast of Deoatnr, 
The body bad 


been taken out of tbe water and brought 
to Argenta on a handcar, and tbe Coro- 
der WEB until 12 o'clock at night holding 
the inquest. The jno men were Charles 
Towers, foreman; J. T. Helmiok, 0. B. 
Lockwood, Jacob Nelson, Wm. Griffin, 
M. S, Miller, J. A. Brennan, James B. 
Troxell, W. 8. Drake, V. D. Ross, C. N. 
Denison and 0. D. Mojora. The verdict 
was that the deceased came to his death 
from cause unknown to the jury. 


The injuries were cat on right side of 


top of bead, i inches long and 2 inches 
wide; one about same location on left 
side of head is a similar doable cat, 
about one-half inch apart, one about 
three and the other two inches long, each 
about a half inch wide. 


The body was found at the point indi- 


cated by Wm, Shannon, son of a farmer, 
at 1:40 p. m. yesterday. There were a 
number of boys fishing near tbe place, 
and William was approaching the party 
when he made tbe discovery. The man 
was lying in tbe water face downward. 
He gave tv e alarm and men were sum- 
moned to the scene. Amos M»lehorn, 
Wm. Reeser, Fred Fisher, Gus Reeeer, 
Wm. Brennan and daughter, Wm Shan- 
non, Jesse Fesler, 0. *', Smith and others 
were gathered (at the creek. The man 
had evidently made a struggle to get oat 
of the water, as one band clung to a limb 
of a small tree near the bank. From all 
appearances death occurred at about 11 
o'clock yfstend»y. 


Dr. 8. M. L*e, of Argenta, made a par- 


tial exumination of the body, Found 
two scalp wounds and scalp lacerated; 
did not find skull broken or fractured. 
Think wounds were ceased by deceased 
falling off bridge. Don't think he could 
have been murdered and carried to water 
quick enough to prevent clothing being 
saturated with blood. 


Under the bridge are a lot of stone*, 


and tbe water is two to three feet deep 
from the bridge to the point where tbe 
body was found, The theory is that the 
man may have fallen off the bridge, cut 
his head on the stones and floated down 
the swift current among the brush where 
he was found. 


The man is described as 27 to 28 years 


old; G feet, 2 inches tall; breast, 36 inch- 
es; estimated weight, 130 pounds; sandy 
hair, small mustache and chin whiskers; 
large neper and small lower teeth; large 
blue eyes; clothing and drees very neat; 
black pants with gray stripes; very intel- 
ligent looking; bands soft On his per- 
son were found a small leather parse; 
one dollar and one cent; common two- 
bladed knife; common lead pencil; one 
indelhble pencil and a pen combined; 
one comb; one watch key, ring and one 
small key; blue necktie; silver plated 
cuff buttons; one plate of five false teeth. 


None of the people of the community 


recognized the man as ever having been 
seen in the neighborhood. How he came 
to his death is a matter of speculation. 
He may have fallen off tbe bridge, and 
became unconscious by the shook and 
drowned as be floated down the stream.

with Lime on Land—Big Crop. 


Mr. Patriot Clark, the well-known farmer 


west of Deoatur. Is a man of original Ideas 
and he alwava keeps up with the times. He 
came from New Tork state where the farmers 
use condemned lime In the soil to great ad 
vantage. He had had experience witb the 
lime on tbe land there, and two fears agro he 
decided to buy some to use on hie place to 
make a test of the scheme. Be set apart 10 
acres of timber land, and procured 100 bush 
els of condemned lime at a greatly reduced 
price from Mr. David Martin, the Deoatu 
lime merchant, and he put the lime on the 
land, giving II) bushels to each anrc>. The lime 
Itept the soil warm, kept the bugs and Insects 
away, and as the land was sown in wheat that 
year it yielded an increase of 8 to 10 buebels 
to the acre over adjoining land on which no 
lime Ind been placed. Mr. Clark had no trou- 
ble at all with the 10 acres, Tlie wheat seemed 
to flourish from the start. It was hardy and 
the grains were larger than from other fields. 
Mr. Clark planted the 15 acres in corn, and the 
entire field flourished through good and bad 
seasons, producing nearly 80 bushels to the 
acre more than the ground on which no lime 
was used. Specimens of the corn grown on 
the limed soil have been shown In the REPOB- 
LIOAN sanctum, and an ear Is now In the cmce 
for inspection. Mr. Clark has demonstrated 
tbat air-slacked lime In the soil will produce 
be'ter and greater crop?. It Is not an experi- 
ment. It Isasuooess, and he cheerfully r o 
ommends that other farmers go and do like 
wise.

COUNTRY TEACHERS. 


The Deplorable State of SchooI-Hoofel In 


Many Rural DUtrictj. 


A teacher who has lately teen travel- 


Ing through the country was forcibly 
impressed with the need of calling the 
attention of teachers and school officers 
to the condition of country scliool- 
honses end grounds. 
The latter in 


most cases are the very picture of des- 
olation. Treeless, fence impaired, gate 
hanging on one hinge, last 3 ear's 
weeds telling the story of carelessness, 
when not trodden down, house open 
underneath and in every way less 
cared for than a thrifty farmer's" barn- 
yard. Now enter the simple room. 
The furniture, consisting of a couple 
dozen box scats, in which the children 
are almost hidden from view, is ar- 
ranged without order or system. An- 
gular, straight-backed and seeming bet- 
ter calculated to punish criminals in 
rather than comtortable seating for 
school children, a single broken chair 
(how 
happens it that the chair is al- 


ways broken?) a single box-desk per- 
forming the office of a teacher's table, 
a broom, a poker anil a half-bottomless 
coal scuttle, sifting its contents on the 
floor, constitute the furnishing ot the 
room. Now look about you. Ths 
plastering has fallen o£f in patches anc 
bus been so botched and daubed over, 
that it is hard to distinguish the orig- 
inal from the patches. The stove is as 
innocent of blacking as a pile of old 
iron, and the crooked stove-pipe seems 
hanging overhead like Damocles' swore 
by a hair; two window lights are sup- 
plied by shingles, a third by a sheet ol 
foolscap paper, and others open or 
stuii'ed with rags. 


If boy culture was half so well un- 


destood as pig culture, or was deemed 
half as profitable, the school-rooms and 
premises would be the most attractive 
places to be found in village or com- 
munity. Send a boy to such a school, 
taught by a new teacher every term,

but corn and cattle, and where no pains 
are taken to turnish him with innoni'iit 
amusements, and then wonder wh) lie 
seeks the city as soon as he can cut the 
proverbial apron strings! 


One great reform is deirinded. 
Farmers can easily understand the 


advantage ol keeping the same hired 
help from season to season. Why does 
not the same common sense guide 
them in the employment of teachers? 
There is scarcely a school district to be 
found that is not able to employ a man 
or woman for eight months in the year. 
Then let them find the right one, let 
him make his home in the district and 
be made to feel thai his work is a per- 
manent one by paying him living 
wages and by assisting him, and offer- 
ing the needed encouragement, and 
give him to understand that a part ol 
his work is to keep the premises in an 
attractive condition, and furnish him 
the needed assistance in performing hii 
duty. 


School officers are not bound to dis- 


miss a teacher for every complaint 
they hear. Generally, it is best ta 
kindly point out their faults, and let 
them remain, when faults are real. 
Teachers try hard to please. Their 
curse is, they are subject to the criti- 
cism and their reputation ia in tha 
hands of those who knuw the qualities 
of a bull calf a good deal better than 
that of a teacher, and whose ignoranuc 
of the whole subject they arc called 
upon to manage, fairly stated, would 
make a volume on the theory and art 
ol education.—tf. 0. Campbell, in Cur- 
rent.

Along about 10 o'clock he WE>S 
in a Bslooc on East Main street, but was 
not seen or heard of afterward until his 
mangled remains were picked up by Cor- 
oner Perl this morning under the bridge 
Ward had started for home and had got 
within 20 ftet of the sonth end of the 
bridge, where he sat down and vomited. 
How long he was there is not known. H( 
probably fell asleep. When the north- 
bound passenger train, No. 4, on the Cen- 
tral came toward the bridge, the engineer 
saw a dark object, but too late to stop 
the train. The object showed life, and 
was in a rising attitude when struck by 
the engine. The train stopped at the 
nD<-th end of the bridge, and investiga- 
tion proved that a man had been killed. 
Coroner Perl was notified by telephone 
from the water works. He found that 
both legs had been out off, the abdomen 
crushed, one arm cut off, end the top u 
the head crashed. 


The inquest was held this forenoon and 


a verdiot of accidental death returned. 


The jurymen were J. Q, &. Odor, Thoa 


Lee, J. J. H. Young, sr,, Joseph H. 0 n- 
don, Jeremiah Turpin and John Giblin 
The witnesses were William Ejrger, en- 
gineer, and James Shepherd, firemen, 
both of Centralia, who*ere in charge of 
the engiae that struck Ward at 12:37 a. 
m. to-day; James Pike, night target man 
at the junction for the Midland, and 0. H. 
Newell, telegraph operator at the Central 
office. The remains were identified as 
those of Ward. There was no money 
found on him, only papers fixing his 
identity. If he had money it must have 
dropped in the river or is out of sight 
somewhere near the scene of the tragedy. 
It may be found during the day. It was 
suggested this morning that possibly 
Ward might have been robbed and mur- 
dered and the body placed on the bridge 
to be mangled by the train, but the en- 
gineer's testimony indicates that Ward 
was alive and able to make an effort to 
get out of the way. 


The deceased, was a native of County 


Donnigal, Ireland, and came to New 
Berlin, Sungamon county, in 1863, where 
he worked on a railroad, He did work 
as a farm hand, saved money, bought a 
team, and in 1867 took charge of a farm 
near Foreyth, where he remained until 
1878, when ne bought the Peter Boler 
place of 120 acres, 4% miles southenst of 
Deoatur. This place was sold in March 
last to Edward Harpstrite, when Mr. 
Ward took possession of the L, Burrows 
trwt of 80 acres near the Illinois Midland 
Junction, south of the river. He was 
twice married. Six sons were born to 
him by his first wife, one of whom died a 
short time ago. Hie first wife died, fie 
leaves a widow and nine children, two 
daughters and two cons by his second 
wife.

Elijah D. Lawley, for 20 years B resi- 


dent of Macon, died last night at 10:30 
o'clock at bis home, aged about 45 years, 
At the dinner table Friday Mr. Lawley 
was in the best of spirit?, laughing and 
joking with hie family, wlen'euddenly he 
placed his bands to bis brad and com 
plained of feeling qiieerly 
He had re- 


ceived a fatal stroke of paralysis and 
within an hour be was speechless. He 
lingered until the hour elated tnd then 
passed away. Mr. Lawley was a private 
in Co. E, 114th Illinois Infantry, having 
enlisted at Springfield. He served until 
the close of the war when he located at 
Macon. He came out of the service thot 
in the right hip, a cripple for life, sur- 
geons being unable to extract the bu!let. 
He always used crutches and diew a 
pension of $36 monthly frrm the govern- 
ment. He had served his township as 
collector and assessor, and was postmas- 
ter at Maoon for a period of about five 
years, his successor having been but 
recently appointed. At the time of his 
death he was a merchant at Macon. Mr. 
Lawley leaves a widow and five children, 
and considerable property. He was adju- 
tant of the Maoon O. A, B. Poet, and will 
be buried with military honors

The Senate took up and passed bills au- 
thorizing bridges across the Willamette 
river In Oregon; across the Missouri river 
at Council Bluffs, la,; across the Missouri 
river at Kansas City; across the Missouri 
river on the line of railroad between either 
Clay or Jackson County, Mo., and Wyan- 
dotte County, Kansas; across the Missouri 
liver near Atchison; across the Missouri 
river near Saline City, Wo.; across the Mis- 
souri river near St. Joseph, Mo.; aero is tbe 
Missouri river at Chamberlln, Dak.: across 
the St. Orolx river near Stlllwater, Minn.

Mr. Beck cited an Instance in -which more 
than twice as much hau been charged for a 
•hort haul as for a long haul on the same 
road. 


Mr. Harris said If Mr. Beck vanted to stop 
that he should vote for Mr. Camden's amend. 
ment. Mr. Harris favored that amendmout, 
Mr. Call spoke briefly for the amendment. 
It WM utterly unreasonable, he thourht 
that a railroad company should be allowed to 
charge as much for transporting one mile as 
one hundred miles. The bill simply prohib- 
ited the railroad from charging more for the 
short haul, but did not prohibit them charg- 
ing as much for a short haul as for a long 
one. i 


Mr. Cnllom defended the hill. Its whole 
theory and structure were against extor- 
tions and discriminations. Therefore, rail- 
roads could not, under the hill, charge aa 
much for transportation for one mile as one 
hundred mil 0.1. The committee had given 


•nd short haul law for railroads. iTiere 
•was in this country a belief that the short 
haul people were swindled In order to make 
up for losses on the long haul. Tbe com- 
mittee had endeavored by this bill to pre- 
vent the possibility of the railroads re- 
couping themselves out of the short naul 
people for losses on the long hauj. 


Mr. Gorman laid he had intended to In- 
troduce a provision corresponding to that 
of Mr. Camden's amendment. The question 
was ol great Importance. All legislation, In 
all countries, looking to absolute speclOca- 
tlons f f railroad rates had been a failure. 
All wilt:rs on the subject had asserted and 
Erove.. the soundness of the short and long 
aul principle, but all had agreed that ex- 
ceptional occasions might arise In which It 
should be suspended. 
Be believed the 
great troubles in tbe country to day 
came 
from 
railroad 
favoritism and 
discrimination. The undue and unhealthy 
accumulation of wealth by comparatively 
few men was the result of rallroau extortion 
and unjust discrimination 
Mr. Gorinun 
would not do anything that would hurt the 
capital Invented in railroads. There were 
seven billions of dollars Invested in railroad 
property In this country; and anything thai 
Injured the railroads Injured the country. 
But the short-haul principle should be re- 
cognized. There was no reason why ten 
millions ot people residing within two hun- 
dred miles should be made to pay four times 
tbe rate per ton per mile that was paid by the 
people of the Mississippi vallw. Mr. Gor- 
man eulogized the late Mr. Garrett who, he 
sal J, hud bulltfhis road with out watered stock 
and bad recognized and applied the short- 
haul principle. 


Mr. Sherman could not see how tbe com- 
mittee—having recognized the long and 
abort haul principle—could resist the amend- 
ment proposed Dy Mr. Camden. Without 
that ampndment doub'e the rate from Chi- 
cago to New York might be charged from 
Pittsburgh to Ni-w York. That would be a 
til-eat injustice. It ivns Impossible to stop 
short of extending tbe loni? and short haul 
principle to Interior points on railroads if It 
was to be applied to great terminal iiohita 
on tho same railroads. If there was any Justice 
comrollng railroad rates to extreme points 
the principle must be extended to Interme- 
dliite points. But It was said It some times 
cost more for a short tlmn for a long one. 
Tliafwasnot so—It could not ne so. It Jiad 
never been tihnwn to be so. 
There was no 
ground of equity Inr a larger rate on H sljort 
haul than on u lonner one. If we were to 
miiJte arnle about It iu all, w« could not es- 
cape going the whole wav. 
Another 'rule 
would utterly destroy 
in« Intermediate 


towns, 
one of the great evils of our times 


"was the enormous concentration in our clfe- 
les—the result of arrangements at the ex- 
pense of local communities, i 
Mr. Mlllur said thitt if 
Mr. Camden's 
amendment were adopted it would nut ao- 
coinpllsh the purpose for which It was In- 
ti-mied. On the contrary, Instead of bene- 
ritilng the people, It would Increase the re- 
ceipts of the railroads at least nfty percent, 
per annum. 


Mr Harris and Mr. Beck advocated the 
amendment, Illustrating 
its advantages 
by citing cases of extortion which It would 
prevent. 


Mr. Conger said the bill, as It stood, was in 
favor of great cities and against small 
towns. He ridiculed the Idea that the iren- 
erul provision of the bill relating to extor- 
tion was of any use against ooiporatlons. If 
the railroad managers o f the United States 
had came together they could not have got- 
ten up a bill Better calculated to serve their 
Interests as against the water rates than this 
bill would serve them. If the bill passed 
there would be no lurcher need of Improving 
our water communications. The railroads 
would havu the wnter courses absolutely 
under their control. Ho characterized "as 
bold men" the mon who by this bill laid 
tneir hands on tlie water courses of the 
country. 


Mr. Sillier replied with uarmth to some 
remarks of Mr. Conger regarding the repre- 
sentatives or rulhoails and of monopolies. 
Mr. Ml lur would not notice the luuendo or 
Insinuation, but If the hcnator from Michi- 
gan meant to say that he (Miller) represent- 
ed anv Interest other than the general In- 
terests of his constituents, he 
(Conger) 
should say so openly and by name: then 
Mr. Millet would answer him. He denied 
that the bill would affect water-coursea In 
the way Indicated by Mr. Conger, 
After further debate the Senate, at 8 30 p.

and then the 'tax which would have to be 
levied to defray the current expenses of 
navigation would become to onerous that 
the Government must break down under 
the load. 


Mr. Hlscock (N. T.), referring to the re- 
marks made this morning by Mr, Morrison 
fill.) In favor of economy, and to the speech 
just made by Mr. Hewitt, expressed his re- 
gret that these gentlemen were representa- 
tives of the past age of the Democratic 
party.

Graham, the Wife-Murderer, 


Pays the Penalty For 


His Crime. 


He IB Taken Trom Jail By & Mounted 


Hob and Hanged to the Limb 


of a Tree, 


Want of Confidence in the Judiciary 


Leads to the Unlawful Execution 


• •Arbitrary Notice. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 27.—Shortly 


before two o'clock this morning a mobol 
about one hundred mnskcd men rode into 
the city from the west, and took a posi- 
tion on College street directly opposite 
the jail, where George E. Graham, the 
wife-ranrderer, was conflncd. They were 
heavily masked and armed with 
shot- 


guns, rifles and revolvers, and promptly 
halted all persons approaching, 
com- 


manding them to throw up their hands 
and stand or clear the streets. A deputa- 
tion forced an entrance to the room of 
Sheriff Donnell, which is in the jail build- 
ing, and demanded the keys, which were 
re fused. 


Two men held the sheriff while another 


party went to the bureau, the drawer ol 
which was locked. 
They then took the 


key from his wife, and opening the draw- 
er, found a bunch of keys. 
Leaving 


Sheriff Donnell in charge of a guard they 
went to the jail taking the guard whom 
they had compelled to accompany them 
to the sheriff's room, along with them. 
In less than ten minutes the door to Gra- 
ham's cell had been unlocked, a rope had 
been placed about his iicck and he was 
outside in the hands of the mob. 
He 


was hurriedly placed in a wagon and 
driven to a grove in the northwestern 
part of the city, utopping at the first ac- 
commodating tree that offered. 


Graham being given an opportunity to 


talk reiterated his statement that neither 
Mrs. Emma Molloy nor Cora Lee knew 
any thing about the murder of Sarah Gra- 
ham until after the discovery of her body 
in the well on February 2£, 


When asked If he wished to make prayer 


he replied: "Ho, G—d— it. I'm not 
afraid." 


A brief prayer was offered, however, by 


some one in the crowd, i./ter which the 
rope was thrown over a limb and the 
body pulled up. 
He made no appeal to 


the mob for mercy and died apparently 
without a struggle, death ensuing In a 
very short time. 


Sheriff Donnell, who, with his night 


guard, rode with the party on the wagon 
to the place ol election, made a strong 
appeal to the mob to allow the law to 
take its course, arguing that Graham hav- 
ing fully confessed his crime, it was only 
a question ol a short time when he would 
be punished in accordance with law and 
the good name of the people of Spring- 
field be vindicated. His appeal, how- 
ever, had no effect beyond causing a brief 
delay. 


Pinned to the body was the following 
notice: 


ARBITRARY SOTJCE. 


When the coroner Is In possession ol this 
paper Geo. B. Graham will be dead, and as 
little punishment will have been Inflicted as 
tt he had been hanged by legal authority. It 
s a matter of right to the community and 
justice to humanity that we, the "Three 
Hundred," Ignore the law In this Instance. 
We recosnlae the fact that our criminal 
statutes are not equal to all occasions. 
Therefore, we have resolved to remove from 
pur midst tue worst criminal who has ever 
Infested our county. He gets the "benefit of 
clergy," that we may hereafter and forever 
live and be without his presence and vicious 
influence.

CONVERSATIONAL ART. 


A Bar* Gin Which Requires Inspiration M 


Well as Knowledge. 


Between talking and conversation, in 


its finest possibilities, there is as wide a 
difference as between walking and 
dancing. Conversation is cue of the 
fine art*, and we venture to assert that 
it is a rarer one than music. There can 
be found a dozen people who can ren- 
der a sonata acceptably, who can pro- 
duce an average drawing or painting 
or write a readable novel, to one who 
has tbe gift, the grace, the supreme 
charm of conversation. It is the art of 
arts. It necessarily includes all others, 
not in matters of technical knowledge, 
but in their essential elements. Only 
true culture — that culture which is an 
achievement, not an external acquire- 
ment — can produce conversation. Talk 
is cheap and largely mechanical, and. 
is of no importance save aa ome of the 
conveniences of existence ; but conver- 
sation is a gift of the gods. A woman 
is by no means necessarily cultivated 
because she happens to have studied 
this, or known that, or because she has 
traveled, or lived in a certain grade of 
society. True these things conduce to 
culture, but they do not necessarily 
confer it. To k'now this or that fact 
in history or in art, to have read a 
novel, or listened to an opera is of 
Jittle consequence unless there has been 
a response m mental vigor, unless these 
isolated data frive their fine aroma, 
their essence, tnat enters into and is 
assimilated 
in character 
and 
re- 


produced 
by 
intellectual 
activity. 


The 
average 
woman 
may 
be 


taught to be a pianist, as she may 
be taught- embroidery; she may be 
trained to a certain technical degree of 
excellence in pictorial art; she may be 
cultivated in all conventional forms of 
etiquette; but she can no more be 
taught, by external means, to be a good 
conversationalist than she can be 
taught to write a novel or a dramatic 
poem. It is the tragedy of life thatthe 
generality of people have nothing on 
earth to say that is worth the saying or 
hearing. They have read the latest 
novel; they have met the reigning 
social lion. But what have they to 
show for it? They will inform you 
that they like— or d'islike, as may be— 
the novel, the opera, or the individual. 
And what does that signify? Their 
personal preferences or prejudices are 
of no possible consequence. But the 
Woman who can dramatize her impres- 
sions — who has certain definite reasons 
for the faith that is in her, who can tell 
you what the author means in the 
novel, or to what degree the artist 
realizes lyric art, or who can define for 
j-ou something in the personality of the 
reigning social lion of the moment- 
how rare and how precious does such a 
one make the hour.

BRIGHAM YOUNG. 


His First Marriage and th« First Settle- 


ment of Mormons In Ohio. 


Learning that there were in the of- 


fice of the probate judge of Geauga 
County some interesting facts to be ob- 
tained in regard to the early life of 
Brigham Young, the great Mormon, 
your correspondent paid that office a 
visit, and by the courtesy of Judge 
Smith was enabled to obtain the fol- 
lowing facts, never before published. 
It will be remembered that the little 
town of Kirtland, at that time a part 
of Geauga County, was the "first gath- 
ering place" of the Mormons. Brig- 
ham Young was one of the earlieat of 
them to come to Kirtland, and soon 
after coming to the place ho met and 
soon married Miss Mary Ann Anirel 
Thii was his first and legal marriage. 
In the old records of the probate court 
may be still seen the original applica- 
tion of Brigham for the necessary li- 
cense for this marriage and the certifi- 
cate of the marriage by Sidney Big- 
don, another prominent Mormon. The 
copies of the application for license 
and the certificate of marriage are aa 
follows:
